Kyustendil, is quartered in barracks located one kilometer south of the Sofia- 
Gyueshevo road and the center of Kyustendil and approximately 600 meters east 
of the barracks of the infantry unit stationed at Kyustendil* The barracks 
area, 300 meters long and 150 meters wide, is enclosed with barbed wire on 
three sides, while the fourth side borders on a pine forest* A street runs 
from the barracks area gate to the town* Five 1— story buildings are located 
in the area.
